there is bub the remotest probability. The 
struggle will be between Messrs Fish and 
Birch, and will, doubtless, result in the return 
of the former gentleman. Mr Birch’s legislative 
abilitioa ar«j of a very mediocre nature ; while 
Mr Fish has proved himself tu be a man of con- 
siderable ability and tact in the pcrfcmnauce of 
his civic duties, and with fair promise that if 
his energies w'ere directed into a m(jre strictly 
political channel, tlie electors would be the 
gainers. 

The now residence for the rector of the High 
School is a large and substantial brick and 
stone building, and is rapidly approaching coiu- 
plecLon.

Audacioiis Bank Robbery in 1

Louisville, Kentucky, has lately been the | 

scene of a robbery of unparalled audacity, that 
may serve tho senaation novelists with au iuci- 
deut. The Mechaiiica* Bank of that city is a 
large building occupying a site in the very 
centre of busiuefis activity, and Louisville cou- 
taina a population of 200,OUO soula, with au 
efiicient police organisation— facta that should 
be stated iu order that the boldness of the rob- 
bers may be fully apprehended. On tho 17th 
of Juue the bank had been closed at the accua- 
ttiiaed hour of two, but at five o'clock the cashier 
WAS seated alone in the principal hall coiuinuni- 
cating with the vaults aud cash depositories, 
engaged in counting up the dqpoaits of the day. 
Tile outer door of the bank was closed and 
l(»eUcd on the inside. Suddenly the cashier 

was surprised by the noiseless .approach of two 

men, one of whom braudished a knife, threaten- 
ing him with instant death if he should make 
the least outcry. Before he could determine 
upon any course of action, a handful of siiufi 
was throw’u into his eyes, & thick shawl 
saturated with chloroform was thrown over his 
head, and he w.is thrust violently nuu the 
stairway leading up staii*s, and locked out of 
tho banking-hall. His assailants then pro- 
ceeded to seize the mouey in the vaults and 
msh 'boxes, and made good their escape from 
the building with Co,OOD dollars in guld and 
currency (about £12,0110). in their unneccssai-y 
haste they wholly overluokcd the nnuiuy anu 
securities of the speci.al depositors of tliu bank, 
which lay in vaults, to the value of many Imu- 
drud thoasonds of dollars. It was iiuc unai 
three hours after the robbery had beciicoiniuutca 
that any knowledge of the facta was i.d>udiu;d 
by peraous without. At Sp.m., a clerk ot ihc 
bank, whose habit it u'as to sleep in thu Luihi- 
ing, entered the hall, and tmding the g;w 
turned down, contrary to the usual ciisti'tu, 
and the vaults open, hastily sought ihe piivuLu 
dwelling oi the cashier, to notify hau ilua 
amnetiimg had gone amiss ; and hearing that 
the oH^hicr bad not returned to his home, 
Hj>ecdily Went back to the bank, siid searching 
the bud. ling with the assistance of two police- 
ijieii, fiiuml the ullicer in a state of insensibility 
mi the sUircasu,. where tlie robbers had thrown 
him. After having been carried home amt 
recovering his colisciousnesa, he narrated the 
circumstances uf the .assault and pillage, but no 
clue could be obtained as to tho pcrpctratoi*s, 
and the matter yet romaius a mystery. Detec- 
tives from New York and Boston went to Louis- 
ville “to w<irk iqi tlie case,” and under the 
atimulus of a great reward for the recovery of 
the money, it is just possildc they may discover 
the guilty parties. At the hour of the day 
when the crime >vas committed luiudreds of j 
persons were walking up ami down the place i 
outside, and it was just as if two crackfcCicu ul i 
Loiidun hvl rifled a bank by overpoweriug and 
drugging its only occupant, at five o’clock m the 
afternoon, in the JSti’iind or in ra.ll Mall. It 
ought to be added that there caumit be the 
slightest doubt of the truthfulness of the 
cashiui's story, for he has held his position iu 
the Mechanics' Bank of Louisville tor thirty 
years, is most highly eBteemucl as a inau of the , 
strictest probity, and, moreover, made a very 
narrow eBcajie with his life from the efi'ccta of 
the powerful narcutic with the fumes of which 
he wAB stifled.

(5a/wn/rty .ffguieiu, August 13. | 

The auccesa with which Gennaiiy has opened 
the campai'.'ii haa uafciir.ally given rise to apeou- 
latimia and augyeatious of every pfjsaible kind as 
to the coiiaequeiicea, remote or immediate, nf 
Germany esUblishiiig an iiieanteatibla superio- 
rity over Franca. The Frencli Jownal Ofjiclel 
has even ymie ao far as to puhlish a manifesto, 
addraasecl to all the nations uf Europe, ahnwing 
how very dangerous to each might be the 
1,/ triumphof aounscnipuloua andrapacionaapower 
as Germany. While there is yet time to give 
el.tf..tual aid, the Journal Ojfitiel entrants the 
Gfiuntries now neutral to stand by France, the 
cliainpioji of European independence. What U 
asked is, in plain language, that Western Europe 
ahruld form a coalition, not against France, but 
ill aer favour. Perhaps no effect of the reverses 
the French army has sustained is more curious 
than this. Here U the organ of the French Go* 
^ vernment, within a month of & war undertaken 
.in lightness of heart to teach the Prussians man* 
hers, and to show the world the prowess of the 
French army, crying out in a hopeless panic to 
the'world that these Prussians are too great and 
strong for anyone power to contend against, and 
that all who want to be safe from them must 
unite to put thorn down, The Germans inspire 
the ofhcials nf the Third Napoleon with somc- 
thiug of the same terror with which the vast 
ambition and colossal strength of the First Na- 
poleon inspired the courts and penples in his 
neighborhood. A vision is conjured up of the 
German lake. The expression which the French 
h.ive on their own behalf delighted so much to 
apply to the Mediterranean is to be applied by 
the Germans, in their horrible presumption, to 
tlie sea that w.ashea their nnrtliern shores. But 
this would never content the Emperor of Ger- 
many, for the French mind perceives that this 
would be the new title of the King nf Prussia : 
and while it is the most harmless and natural 
thing in the world that France should have an 
Emperor, it reveals an almost superhuman in- 
solence in the Gerroaus that they also should have 
have an Emperor to rule over them. The tone of 
tiie J (janvd Ojp.cld lu this respect is perfectly art- 
lt!S3 and sincere, and is thoroughly French. That 
Prance should domineer over neighbours is 
(piite in keepiiig with the proper ortler of things, 
and can give oftence to no one. But that Gur- 
mauv should talk as France has been in the 
habit of talking, and should act as Franco has 
bua^^ed «if wishing and intending to act. is truly 
awful. There is no end to the dread fulfnucio.s 
that such a thought suggests. The Emnoror of 
Oenn.anv will want Holland, ho will want 
V-mice. he will want Trieste. He will bargain 
with Lluada, au<l, in return for ample compen- 
sation. '^vill plant the Cxar at Constantin' mle. 
He will, ill fact, pUy tho part whicli Nanoleoii 
phvel o'Lth fto much relish at Tilsit. To pre- 
vent .sticli a catastrophe France asks For aid Eroni 
tht.i-j vv!k> would most suffer at the hands of a 
too trluiuplunt Germany ; and it may perhaps 
li? wuith while for the neutral nations to ask 
thciiiselves how far these fears ore ima'^inary, 
and whether, if the Germans suoeeede'l in in- 
tlir.ting further dcFoats on France, the interests 
of I'hirojisan peace wtmld he seriously endan- 
gered. 

[t is impossible for us in E igUurl to regard 
Eui'one from the same point nf view in wliich 
tliu Freueli regard it. To iia the strength and 
power of Germany have a value which the, 
Fr‘Uich, agaiii.it whom we wLsh they should be 
in Some ineosiire directed, c-uiimfc be expucteil 
tfj appreciate. It is for the great rrixitl of 
En n le. and, as wc believe, to the real advan- 
tage Franoe itself, tliat there should be a 
ni'^hhoiir of France strong eiioivrh and resolute 
enough Ntease France of snmothiiig of its resb- 
leis ambition, its tall talk, and its tendency to 
relieve the weariness of ics home politics by 
iutcrfei'ing with evervonc outside its borders. 

•A nation that Is a Di-cy to revolutions, to adven- 
t li'or.s, and to military ilospotism, and that 
avuwedly looks on avar as a last stake wliich its 
gimblers throw when they are hard pressed, is 
I a constant source of peril to Europe. U is not 
wliolesonie for Europe that there should be in 
ib:i cmmtrv the Primo Miiiisterof which rushes 
j into a totiilly nnjustin-thle ivar with lightness of 
heart. When wc have said thus much we have 
said all that we have to say against France. 

I That France should be really humiliated, crip- 
I pled, and powerless, would he a state of things 
in every way deplorable and very imwelcoine to 
KiigUnd. The French have foroel on the war, 
and they must take the cliancc-s of the w.ar thev 
have provoked ; hut Fr.ance hleeding and pro.s- 
tr.ate is aapecbaclo which rilnchslinicn will regard 
with the most unfeigned reluctance, 'll that 
is w.anked is that France shoiiLl learn the lesson 
it so ninoh needed, that it must leave Gprunnv 
alone. Bub will the Germans he content to bo 
left alone, or will they use their victories, if they 
coiitimie to win them, in a spirit of arrogance 
and insolence, and so as to menace Europe ? 
The French s.ay that they will, and they have, 

It appears, not only .said this in a general way, 
hub they have pressed some neutral states, and 
more particularly Austria, Italy, and Denmark, 
with the argument that to join France promptly 
and openly is their last chance of independence, 
'Fonld a wise Austrian or Italian admit the 
force of this argument or not ? Is tlie success 
of Germany a danger to Europe ? Of all the 
1-olitical questions of the day, this is perhaps 
the one that it is most desirable to answer 
aright. No prudent person would give other 
t^.in a guarded aaswer. Success quickly cor- 
t,-pts the heart of m.an, and no one caii speak 
posiblvelv as to the elTect onOernaany of fimling 
itself quickly and indisputably victorious. But, 

«o f.ir as it is possible to form an opinion now, it 
may he said that the Journal Officlel is wrong, 
and that its error consists in speaking of 
(rermans as if they were Frenchmen. Every- 
thing tends to show that all the Germans w.anfc 
is Germany for the Gormans. They do not 
want to dictate to their neighhoura, or to take 
tho torritory of their neighbours, or to take in- 
corporate aliens such as Belgians and Dutchmen 
into Germany. They only aak that Germans may 
he loft altogether alone, to manage tlitir own 
concerns, and to bind together its several parts 
in that degree aad kind of unity which may best 
suit them. 

No one can speak conrulently as to the effects 
of military success on a people ; but there is, at 



any rate, a very strong presumption against the 
notion that Germany will become uu aggressive 
power. That Count Biamaick hasnften talked 
as if he would reaiiUy consent bo see small states 
like Belgiiiai sacrificed in order to catiy out the 
projects of great powers like Franco and Fruasia 
IS doubtless true. But it must bo remurobered 
that none of the projects of Count Bismarck, 
with regard to foreign natious, have ever attained 
anything like doHuiteness, nor have they ever 
received the sanction of the King Tlie differ- 
ence between France and Gerin.my in this 
respect is very striking. It is tlie head of 
France who for years h:iH been striving to tear 
up ohl treaties, and to propagate new iileas, very 
often to the great adv.aiibage of the world. It 
is not in his hour of misfortune that we ought 
to forget that Italy owes its verv existence to 
the Emperor of the French. But still he has 
been plotting against the established order of 
things for twenty years, and his people h.ave 
looked very kindly on his plotting. The 
■Tournal Gfficiel makes the fundamental mistake, 
in our opinion, of looking on Germans as if they 
were Prenchmeii. The reply to its arguments 
is to be found in the experience of any one 
accustomed to mix with the natives of the two 
countries. Even the most temperate and 
modest Frenchmen are imbued with the ideas 
of territorial aggrandisement and foreign con- 
quest, They are actuated unconsciously by 
memories of the old Napoleon days, and speak 
aa if they had been robbed of all the territory 
which Napoleon won and failed to keep. Such 
a spirit is unknown in Germany. The Germans 
want all Germany to be united, but they want 
nothing more. A war of spoliation would be 
totally abhorrent to German feeling. The moral 
sentiment of the Germans is against wronging 
and bullying and preying on adjacent nations. 
The war with Denmark may be thought a proof 
to the contrary ; but the Germans at least 
believed they were thoroughly in the right, that 
the duchies were German, and had been ill- 
tre.ated by a foreigner, ami that they were only 
reclaiming their own when they took away the 
duchies from Denmark. But, in any case, 
isolated acts may mislead us. What we rest 
upon is the character of the German people, 
wliich is orderly, and honest, and sober, and 
averse to military despotism, and the fatigues 
and dangers of unnecessary war. The German 
army is admirably organised, and, as has just 
been shown, can strike swift anil strong blows 
outside Gertnan territory. But it is essentially 
a defensive army, and those who compose it will 
nob readily undertake war unless to protect 
themselves. It was with the utmost reluctance 
that the Germans went into the present war, 
and tlicir only object at present seems to be to 
show that they are not to be invaded with im- 
punity. The 'Germans may, of course, be«ome 
intoxicnteil with success, but there is nti 
symptom whatever at present that this will be 
the case, and they deserve fully that their past 
historv and their national character shoubl at 
least do tins much for them— that neutral 
nations should look on their aueoeaa without; 
jealousy or alarm, 



Belgian Gratitude to Bngrland.

A Brussels telegram, drvtwil August 11th, 
says the Gimmnal Gouncil of Brussels haavoced 
the following address to Queen Victoria ainl 
the English people : — 

“ Madame, — ITie great and nol^le people over 
Mi'hoae destinies your Majesty presides, have 
just given a fresh proof of their friendly senti- 
ments towards our country. In tho midst of 
the serious events which are now disturbing 
the soil of Old Europe, the Governineut of yoii’r 
Majesty, impressed by tho obligations con- 
tracted by tho sigiiitaries of the treaty of 
has, with the other Powers who have responded 
to that appeal, taken the initiative once more 
efficaciously to sanctify tlie neutrality of Bel- 
gium. ■^'ho voice of the English nation has 
been heard above the clash of arms j it has 
pi'oolaitned Justice and right. Therefore, after 
the uiialterahle attachment which the Belgians 
have for their independence, the liveliest sen- 
timent which reigus iu their hearts is that of 
impeiUhable gratitude. We think that your 
.Majc-sty ami the people of Great Britain will 
attach some value to receiving the testimony 
offered to them in tho natne of a free and pros- 
pennis nation, which now for nearly fifty years 
has been enjoying with wisdom and moderation 
institutions similar to those of the United 
Kingdom, The Ooinnnal Oonnoil of the capital 
expresses the unanimous sounimeufc of the popu- 
lation in assuring your Majesty of its profound 
and respectful gratitude.” 

The (Jouiicil has <lccided that this address 
sliall be preseuted by the Burgomaster in person 
til the I'lnylisli Minister at Brussels. 

The bad weather of yesterday necessitated 
the adjournment of a grand popular demonstra- 
tion which was to have accompanied the pre- 
sentation of the address. In the meantime, a 
considerable band of citizens, not wishing to 
wait until this evening, proceeded last night to 
the English Embassy and the Consulate in spite 
of the heatlug rain. Mr. Lumley, however, 
was not at home. 

Another telegram of the s.ame date, des- 
patched at 10.3.^ p.m-, says 

A great popular manifestation took place this 
evening in front of the Royal Palace and the 
English Embassy and the Consul.ate Great 
enthu.siasm prevailed, and the crowd sang 
“ God save the Queen ” 

■Several houses in the Rue de Tr6ue are de- 
corated with the British flag. 

Th^ says Franco and Prussia may not 

he what, arc known ai maritime powers ; but 
few are aware how extensive are their maritime 
intereatj). Since tho Orimeaii war, France has 
not only heou able to offer the produce of her 
own markets, but her inijiort traile hi^s ato.vlily 
increased year by year. So remarkable ia this, 
that in tho course of ten years the value of im- 
ports into Fr.aucc has almost trebled. Tho 
French navy has .also so greatly increased th.it 
while in 1803 there were only 14,6110 vessels, 
there are now nearly 16,000 ; and if statistics 
are worth anything, they prove that Franco has 
gradually during tho last twenty years devoted 
herself so steadily to tho piirsuit of commerce 
that it hoa led to increase of tho mercliaac navy, 
to the increased cultivation of a sea life among 
the people, and, consoqiicntly, to the increaeod 
aSrength of the Imperial navy. 



The Freuch Peasantry. 

The Paris correspmulent uf tlie Melbourm* 
Wfchly Timed writes as fidhnva : — 

You must iii>t expect from me any aceiumt (»f 
our “ luanifestatioiis ” here. I have iii> heart 
to speak of thorn. iSome papers luve even gnne 
so far aa to suggest— and I give my cordial 
ap{)ioval— that tlicae noisy patriots Bliouhl, at 
tlieir first appeal to arum, at once he aarroiindeil 
l)y the jjulicc, and conducted honorably to tlie 
nearest uiairie, then and there to be enrollo I as 
soldiers. There is, liowever, one great objec- 
tion to this otherwise excellent plan of enlist* 
loent ; the brawling crowds of our streets are, 
for the greater part, cuiuposed of the poor* 
stunted voyom (blackguard is a poor transla- 
tion), that every military dt revimn 

would reject cmitemptmmsly. I have been a 
good deal in the country during these last few 
days, and I ciui affirm that the ontlmslasin for 
war is far less great among the stu nly peasantry, 
who will have to furnish both men and money, 
Even in our villages there is a good deal of 
drumming, drinking, and singing in order to 
stun and drown the sorrow of the youths who 
thought tlieiiiBGlves safe, and aro now obliged 
to join their regiiueuts. The kave-takiug is 
made iw cheerful as poaeiblo," and tbs chief 
courage-giver our rustic knows is our brave red 
wins. The fact that its aid has been resorted 
to so generally and so abundantly shows, 
jpcrhap^i, as well as anything can, the necessity 
felt by tho vill.age folks of giving themselves, as 
an expressive French saying has it, “ </« cteuv 
n« venire. ” But the war excites no enthusiasm. 
Our peasants aro landowners and landworkers ; 
they are held down to the soil they love, and 
debarred from heridc fliglits by their wooden 
skuas, and still more heavy minds. They know 
nothing of the Rhine, nor liave they the least 
notion of what may be the difference between 
the left or right bank of any river. They have 
lieiiril of the Prussians, because their fathers 
have told them tJiat half a century ago Priie- 
sians eutered France, and kill waste ftehlaand 
Firms oil their passage. They con&idcr that u 
very good reason for driving out the Prussians 
if they invaded France once mtii'e, but also as a 
still better reason lor not provoking them, and 
" )hmr i-eMi'r irani(uiUe, chatun cke-^rol"

MnJiere, weak aiul aiiiu-^, 
went on fur it, ami got through it until the 
scene came in which it was ins duty lo fall, 
as if dead. This he did so Well that the audi- 
ence, as well as tlie perbuus in the pliiy, ivtue 
deceived, lint, ahs 1 it whs no acting, *iur tiir; 
poor dramatist was ilead in truth. .Su aa.s 
Bayle’s account ; but in uiiutlier buuk there is a 
a statement that Alolierewas attacked in the 
scene where he sjje.aks of rlnibaj b hhI senna 
(passing himself off as a pliysician)-bh>ud guah- 
in« friim his month and nostrils, and his iimbrj 
quivering with convulsions. He was taken 
home, and his sufferings ceased for ever two 
lioursafterwarda. In biograpliical history, there 
are some names especially iuteresting to rea^lerH 
of all tastes. One of theae is poor Wihnot, the 
Earl of Rochester, of whom Hawthorne speaks 
Bi> tenderly in hia English travels ; and .another, 
Uaptain Farquhar. Farqiihar died during the 
run of his “ Be.iux Stratagem,” perhajis hie very 
best work. “Look on them kiinlly,'’ said he 
ill his letter to Wilkes, speaking of his two little 
children, snon to he faiherleso, “for the sake of 
him who wns to the last hour of his life thine." 
With Hughes it was more singular atill. He 
died an hour after he received the aucDimt 
uf tlie success of his “Siege of Daraascua." 
Moody, the tragedian, fell a uorjise in the very 
mitUJe of his perlormaiiue i>f Uhiuriio. iu 
.Shakespeare’s “.Measure for Mea&ure.” He 
had been very melancholy for sume time, on 
account of the hms of some member of his 
family, and on the evening of the play was 
more than once seen to retire to his dressing. 
Tooiu and weep, but bis iuipcrsonatimi was 
much better than it h,ad ever been before ; aa 
nnich so, indeed, th.at bis fellow-actors remarked 
it. At last, in the scene wherelsibollabld.s him 
prepare for execution, and he answers in thuae 
lieautifnl lilies beginning “Ah, but to die arid gu 
wo know not wliere,” be suddenly became faint, 
and fell to the stage. The audience for a 
inoinent imagined it was a new point, and Ap- 
plauded ^ accordingly, Claudio’s heart had 
hurst with grief. Somewhat similar was the 
death of John Falmor, for ivhoin -Sheridan may 
be said to have written “ The Sehuol foi' 
Scandal.'’ The bill of the night was “The 
Stranger.” Palmer, vi’bo had been, like 
Moody, beset with melancholy for some time - 
before, played the gloomy count in the early , 
acts with usual eflbct. After uttering the line, 

“ I'here is another and bettor world,’’ with 
most touching patho.s, he suddenly paused, 
clo.'ied his eyes, and leaned upon the Francis of 
the night, Whitfield, He had spoken ills last 
words upon earth. Edmund Kean’s last ap- 
pearance was in “Othello,” of which occasion 
Barry Uurnwall and Hawkins have given very 
touching accounts. Ib seems that all had gone 
well until the third act ; gleams of the old ftie 
had flashed fortli and electrified the house as in 
the early days, and many Loped to see the 
tragedian yet rccnver, and play many times 
again. But when he c.T.me to those grand 
liuea— 

Oh [ now, for ever. 

Farewell the tranquil mind I Farewell cou- 
tent !” 

He pauued ; then pe.aled forth in tones solemn 
and sweet as the wailing of an organ- tones ao 
full of love, so wild with vain regret — that 
eternal adieu to happiness, in which we have 
the hcavingB of a breaking heart, the despairing 
lament of a lost soul. He proceeded slowlv, 
slowly, until the music of the last cadence 
became but a breath, “ Othello’s ocenpatiDu’s 
gniiejl” It was over. The houae rose franti- 
cally. “Speak to them, Charles,” whispered 
the actor to his son ; “1 .am dying !” And bo 
he was^. Vet iiTiother strange anecdote may be 
related of til j^? fatal coincidence in death. An 
American actres-s. wliose name W’c have forgot- 
ten, w.is [lerforming the part of Mrs Sheppard, 
in the drama of “,);iok Sheppard.” In one 
scene lier busiuess mxh to stab herself. “ Now%” 
said she laughingly to some one in the oving, 
just before entering the stage, “I will go on 
.and be killed, ami tbea go home.” Thoughtless 
jest 1 She bad sCiTrcely stepped forward tbreo 
feet before a heavy weight fell from the flies, 
and crushed her instantly. In the case of 
Moody and PalmoT it is probable that their 
spirit!^, alreatly in a state of deep deBpcmdency, 
were seriously atfocted by the parts they were 
jjcrfornang. Actors of strong nervous terapera- 
vnents very often lose their identity In this 
itianner, so mucli so as to give way \o violent 
fits nf weeping iu the very tnirMlo of a scene ; 
as for instance, the late Brnoke ou several occa- 
sions, or to a more dangerous in.adiiess, such as 
sometimes beset the ebler Booth in “Richard 
IU. but the iijKtauces u'e have related of 
instant death from excels of emotion (or what- 
over it may be called) arc the only ones 
recorded.
